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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 3-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gonyea et al. 

Gonyea et al. shows, figures 1 and 2, a system and method for predicting a 
maintenance schedule and cost for performing future service events of a product. 
Column 1, paragraph 3, specifically includes locomotives as a high tech product, which 
this invention may be used on. Figure 1 shows the connection (links) between the local 
computer 10, which can be hand-held, and the server computer 15, which contains 
database 26 and scheduler 60. Figure 2 shows more details of what is contained in 
database 26. Note that claims 17 and 18 do not actually order parts on-line. An 
electronic list of parts meets the broadly recited claim, which is shown by Gonyea et al.
